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No change was made during the year in the systoin of registering the 
external land trade of Bengal with Nepal, Tibet, Sikkim and Bhutan. 
The trade with Nepal is registered at ^52 i>n]>ortant routes of trallic between 
Chuniparun and Darjeeling; that with Tibet and Sikkim at routes in the 
Darjeeling district; and that with Bhutan at 3 stations in the Julpigoreo district. 
Tlic result of the registration of the traffic during 1890-01 is given in this roi^ort. 

In tlio matter of the valuation of articles, it may bo mentioned that, 

previous to June 1889, value rates Avore based 
on the average wholesale price per maund reported 
ilatcd 1st from 12 st*lected districts. In accordance, however, 

with the instructions contained in the Ucvenue aiul 
•Agricultural Department circulars noced in the margin, the old method of 
valuing opium and certain other articles for the purpfisos of tiu' internal triub'. was 
c*lian<T^ed, and one general list of value rates was adopted for both the internal 
and external trade reports of Beng.aL In tluur letter No. 12H, dated Idtii January 
1891, the Government of India, Department of Finance and Commerce, 
however, pointed out that the objc(;ts and procedure of registration of trans- 
frontier trader are not identical with those of the internal trade, and conse¬ 
quently any instructions is.sued by tlio Kovenue and Agricultural Department 
in regard to the sy.stera of valuing articles of internal trade should not be held to 
apply to the external trade; and it was directed that the old method of 
’^valuing the iraiis-frontier trade bo reverted to. Revised returns for cacli month 
from the date on wliicli thf3 system of valuation was changed have therefore 
been furniKsbed to the Goverutnent of India as desired. The statisstics for 
188l»-90 published in last rejiort will not therefore correspond with those given 
in tlio present report. 

2. The following statement compares the total value of the trade regis¬ 
tered in Bengal during the past three years at all the stations :— 
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3. Compared with 1888-89 and 1889-90, the total trade of the iiast year 
showed a rise of 30 91 per cent, and 10*37 per cent, respectively. The imi)orts 
showed an advance of 13*10 per cent, over the figures for 1889-90, and of 31*90 
per cent, over those for 1888-89. Under exports, the incroasc during the past 
year was 7*06 per cent, and 29*06 per cent, on the returns of the preceding two 
years, respectively. The causes of the fluctuations are explained further on 
in the different sections of the trade dealt with in this report.

11. Skim of eheept goats, and other mnall animals .—The import trade under 
this head continued active, the increase amounting to 38'03 per cent, as com- 

f ared with the previous year, and to 168*99 per cent, as compared with 
888-89.

12. Brass and copper .—The export trade in these metals showed a large 
decrease of 25 25 per cent, on the return of 1889-90, and of 14*52 per cent, on 
those of 1888-89. The falling off occurred chiefly in the quantity sent to 
Nopal from the Mozufferpore district, which exported only 286 mauuds against. 
13,031 maunds in 1889-90. 

13. Iron .—The export trade in this article is steadily declining, tlio total 
quantity showing a falling off of 25*91 per cent, on the figures for 1889-90, and 
of 31*34 per cent, on that for 1888-89. 

14. Ghee .—Owing to the dullness of the Calcutta market, the imports 
under this head showed a largo falling off, namely, 46*42 per cent, and 33*32 
per cent, in comparison with 1889-90 and 1888-89 respectively.
